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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant requests clarification as to how does 
the omission of an element and its function have the remaining elements perform the same function. By omitting the three output lumens 
illustrated in Figure 18 the function of those lumens would be omitted as well. However, a single output lumen and its function still 
remains. It is this remaining lumen and its function that satisfies the claimed limitation. Applicant also argues that "Gobin actually teaches 
away from a device as recited in Applicant's claimed invention, in which a single lumen extracts a circulating fluid". Since Gobin speaks to 
the fact that a single spiral element can in fact enhance the heat exchange properties of this type of device (col, 9 lines 25-33), it is the 
Examiner's position that Gobin does not teach away from a device in which a single lumen extracts a circulating fluid. Applicant also 
argues that a flexible material generally has significantly less thermal conductivity than a heat transfer element made of metal and 
Applicant compensates for this by increasing the cross-sectional size and by increasing the length. Apparently Gobin has compensated 
for Applicant's stated deficiencies of a flexible device, since figure 18 of Gobin clearly discloses the lumens as being flexible . 
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
